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INTRODUCTION. 


HEN  this  Catalogue  was  prepared,  a sale  of  Mr.  Seavey’s  collec- 


» ’ tion  was  anticipated,  and  as  the  filial  doom  of  all  collections  of 
whatever  kind  is  said  to  he  the  auctioneer’s  hammer,  it  appeared  to  the 
unaided  numismatic  vision  that  the  closing  scene  in  the  existence  of  this 
grand  old  cabinet  was  drawing  near.  Fortunately,  however,  it  turned  out 
otherwise,  and  the  publication  of  a Catalogue  was  no  longer  a necessity. 

It  was  nevertheless  urged  by  many  gentlemen  interested  in  the  science 
of  numismatology,  that,  as  almost  every  coin  bearing  the  stamp  of  the 
national  mint,  and  a large  proportion  of  the  early  colonial  and  State  issues, 
were  described  in  this  Catalogue,  its  publication  would  be  of  service  to 
the  public. 

In  accordance  with  this  view  the  present  owner  decided  to  proceed  with 
the  issue  of  a small  edition,  limited  strictly  to  one  hundred  and  fifty 
copies,  and  to  offer  these  to  subscribers  at  three  dollars  a copy. 

In  the  arrangement  of  his  cabinet,  Mr.  Seavey  had  adopted  the  plan  of 
placing  the  coins  of  each  year  together,  thus  combining  the  gold,  silver,  and 
copper  coins  of  every  date  in  one  view. 

He  had  also  made  use  of  a scale  of  numbers  to  indicate  the  quality  or 
condition  of  each  piece,  instead  of  employing  the  usual  terms ; as  0 for 
proof,  1 for  uncirculated,  2 for  very  fine,  3 for  fine,  4 for  good,  and  5 for 
ordinary.  As  these  innovations  appeared  to  be  in  reality  improvements , 
and  as  they  met  with  the  approval  of  some  of  the  first  numismatologists 
in  the  country,  they  were  introduced  into  the  Catalogue,  and  it  is  hoped 
they  will  not  be  found  inconvenient  to  the  reader. 

With  the  Catalogue  before  them,  every  one  familiar  with  the  subject  will 
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understand  the  completeness  of  Mr.  Seavey’s  collection ; yet  nothing  but  a 
view  of  those  drawers,  freighted  with  the  golden  and  more  precious  than 
golden  souvenirs  of  two  centuries  of  American  history,  could  ever  convey 
the  full  knowledge  of  its  beauty. 

Tendering  my  cordial  congratulations  to  my  friends  Mr.  Seavey  and 
Mr.  Parmelee  on  being  the  one  the  founder  and  the  other  the  owner  of 
this  incomparable  cabinet  of  national  coins,  I think  myself  honored  and 
fortunate  in  being  allowed  to  associate  my  name  with  theirs  in  the  dedi- 
cation of  this  Catalogue  to  the  coin-collectors  of  America.
